How the British Pottery Manufacturers’ Federation 
Helps its Exporters

HIS ARTICLE is concerned with the work done by a 
Pease association on behalf of an industry which is not large 

in relation to British industry as a whole and which consists 
chiefly of small family businesses. It is impossible, therefore, to 
report a series of spectacular efforts to assist export trade. Such 
efforts involve the expenditure of very considerable sums of money 
which are quite beyond the resources of the British pottery industry 
with its turnover of some £42 million a year. 

The varying problems of different industries demand variety in 
the assistance provided by trade associations but the associations 
are often impeded by various factors in the help which they can 
give. In our case, for instance, we have always to remember that 
we represent and are the servants of four different industries (table- 
ware, sanitary ware, tiles and electrical porcelain) and any activity 
undertaken by the Federation in the name of the industry must 
confer benefit equitably on all four sections. This problem in itself 
makes the promotion of exports a somewhat intricate task. 


Essentially, as I see it, the prime object of the work of any trade 
body in relation to export is to be, itself, alive to the problem and 
thereafter to find the means of keeping its own members equally 
alive not only to the problem but to the factors that are affecting 
it from time to time. 


Although the British Pottery Industry is a small industry its export 
performance is not insignificant. Over the last 15 years it has 
exported at least 5U per cent. of its output, a record which is hard 
to equal and almost impossible to surpass. It is perhaps worthwhile 
emphasizing that these exports, some £20 million a year on average, 


are in fact a net gain to the country since in order to achieve them 
very little raw material is imported; 99.5 per cent. of the materials 
involved being indigenous to Great Britain. 

In 1952 the industry formed, by agreement with the Board of 
Trade, an Export Promotion Committee, of which, since that date, 
I have had the honour of being Chairman. This Committee realized 
at the outset that the work it was able to do would, of necessity, be 
limited to keeping all its members informed of the market conditions 
in the 120 markets in which the industry sells its goods; to parti- 
cipating wherever possible in activities to promote the interests of 
the industry in overseas markets and to creating a climate favour- 
able to export trade by its members. The actual selling of the 
products of the various sections of the industry ts, of course, the 
responsibility of the producers themselves. 


The pottery industry is no newcomer to export trade and indeed 
the Export Promotion Committee inherited the benefit of the 
immense amount of work done over the last half century by 
individual manufacturers and, therefore, inherited their detailed 
knowledge of the leading markets the United States and the 
Commonwealth countries, to which much of our export effort has 
been directed, and in which much of our trade is being done. 

The Export Promotion Committee consists of representatives of 
those firms which are the leading exporters in the industry and 
whose knowledge of the markets of the world is perhaps more 
detailed than that of exporters in any other industry in the country 
This may sound an extravagant claim but it must be remembered 
that many of the Committee members have inherited from their

forbears this detailed knowledge or have acquired it by direct 
personal visits to all the markets. This provides us with an un- 
parallelled range of experience upon which to draw for the pro- 


blems that are facing the industry at the moment, and are likely to 
face it in the future. 


The work involves, in short, co-ordination of all available sources 
of information on the art of exporting and the presentation of it to 
the manufacturing members of the Federation, thus establishing an 
important and essential basic library of information on. tariffs, 
market conditions, and trading regulations in at least 36 of our 
most important markets. This information, as I have indicated, is 
available to every member and they draw upon it extensively. It 
is constantly brought up to date. 


This intelligence service is co-ordinated with Pottery Panels 
established in the various overseas agencies of the F.B.I1.. the 
N.U.M., and the A.B.C.C., for example, the B.M.R.A., C.A.B.M.A. 
and the A.A.B.M, in Australia, together with independent associa- 
tions of long standing in New Zealand and the United States. These 
old established associations were formed many years ago by the 
importers and agents for pottery firms in those two important 
markets. The value of all these bodies is enormous and is readily 
proved when, as has happened frequently over the last ten years, 
it comes to a question of tariff hearings in a market. Normally 
the Federation does not appear in person at tariff hearings but 
relies upon the close liaison that has been established with these 
bodies for the presentation of a case based on the industry’s own 
information and the market information supplied by these most 
valuable bodies on the spot. 


The preparation of cases for the amendment of tariffs in our 
export markets is an important contribution from the Federation 
staff to assist exports. Indirect work of this nature is not always 
credited as a contribution to the expansion of export trade, but 
increasingly the efforts of industries to establish themselves in over- 
seas markets are nullified by sudden and severe increases in duty 
rates. In this work, particularly, credit must be paid to the Trade 
Commissioner Service and the industry’s agents and representatives 
on the spot. 


Spectacular Increase in Exports 


At the beginning of this article I have referred to spectacular 
efforts to increase export. I do this from a sense of admiration 
rather than one of cynicism for it is clearly of advantage to an 
industry if it can find the money to undertake extensive campaigns 
for promotion of its wares in at least its main markets. The pottery 
industry, however, is limited in this respect and should not be 
criticised because it does not enter into campaigns similar to those 
conducted by the British wool industry and some other outstanding 
craft industries in this country or, indeed, craft industries from 
other countries, of which the Swiss Watch Manufacturers Federa- 
tion is an outstanding example. Apart from the limiting factor of 
cash there is also the limiting factor of the variety that is offered in 
the tableware section, by far the biggest section of the industry; 
an individuality upon which the industry depends for its existence 
but which precludes, for example, the establishment of central stock- 
rooms in various States in America or in Canada, or indeed in any 
of the overseas markets, since the range of stock to be held- would 
be quite unmanageable. The same factors make it impractical to 
undertake a composite-stand service offered by the Board of Trade 
at overseas trade fairs. 


For many years the Federation has circulated among its members 
Statistical market information which is essentially simple but we 
believe of value to members. It shows, for example, the value of 
goods exported to the different markets and also, so far as the 
information is available, the value of goods imported from other 
countries to those markets. This exercise enables members to 
estimate their own proportion of any market and to see the trend 
of demand there for pottery. This with their own personal know- 
ledge of a market achieved at considerable expense by personal 
Visits, provides a basis on which to formulate their own policy. It 
also serves to show the existence of opportunities in markets which 
members may not have thought to be valuable. 

One of the main problems of trade associations representing 
consumer goods industries is, I imagine, that of suitable agency 
arrangements or, alternatively, suitable distribution arrangements.

It must be confessed that to date the Federation has not found a 
practical answer to this problem since none of the solutions which 
are so freely offered has been found to be either economic or 
workable. 


An unusual feature of the British Pottery Manufacturers’ Federa- 
tion is the proprietorship of what has been proclaimed as ‘one of 
the best Clubs outside London’. The reader may ask himself why 
this is mentioned in the context of an export activity article. The 
reason is that during the course of every year we entertain and 
accord honorary membership to at least 150 overseas visitors, and 
after nine years existence it 1s perhaps one of the best-known clubs 
in England. The public relations value of this venture cannot be 
over-estimated and it is quite surprising how frequently in different 
parts of the world one meets somebody whose point of contact 
with the industry has been the Club. This we feel is one of the 
most useful activities of the Federation. 


Participation in Trade Missions 


While the industry itself has not sent any trade missions to other 
countries it has declared its willingness to participate in member- 
ship and financially in any trade missions which may be raised by 
any of the agencies, Government Departments, the F.B.I., etc., who 
undertake this important work. On the other hand one of the 
most successful activities the industry has participated in was in 
1955 when a German retail buying mission was organized by the 
F.B.I. and the industry accepted the opportunity to entertain the 
mission and to exhibit pottery. So successful was this venture that 
we are at present considering with the Export Council for Europe 
the reception of a French Buying Mission. 


No consular or foreign office commercial representative applies 
to the industry through the Board of Trade to pay us a visit on 
his “leave and duty” tour without success. During the course of a 
year we must entertain one or two dozen of these officers with 
whom we exchange views on markets and from whose visits result 
a very much closer contact with those people who can so deeply 
influence the reception of our products in their markets and who 
can be of immeasurable help to our manufacturers in their overseas 
Visits. 

In the past two years I have had the opportunity of visiting the 
United States, Canada, Hong Kong and many European countries 
and of making a three week stay in Japan, where I was able to 
examine at first hand that very important competing industry. A 
visit such as I paid to Japan may seem to be a very indirect 
approach to export promotion but it is important to our industry 
to know as precisely as possible what its manufacturing competitors 
are doing in the rest of the world. One of the reasons for visiting 
Japan was to revive the very valuable arrangements which were 
made in 1955 by my predecessor about Japanese copying of designs 
and I am happy to be able to record that agreement has now resulted 
in the withdrawal of Japanese competition in nearly fifty different 
patterns which are amongst our best sellers. 

Either directly or through its affiliated associations the industry 
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is represented on three European organizations connected with the 
Pottery Industry. These are: 


European Tableware Federation (F.E.P.F.) 

European Federation of Tile Manufacturers (C.E.C.) 

European Federation of Electro-Ceramic Manufacturers 
(Eurisol). 


These bodies enable us to learn more of the technique of selling, 
not only on the Continent, but in export markets generally and to 
judge the development of the various competing industries in each 
market, again a very valuable contribution to export. 


Although I would not like to claim it as a permanent activity 
of the Federation, I must record that in September and October 
this year we have helped to co-ordinate in Australia two Pottery 
Weeks, one in Sydney and one in Melbourne. This is the first 
attempt at direct overseas promotion and it has shown so far that 
this overseas promotional work is not impossible provided a co- 
ordinating body is established not only at home, but in the market 
concerned and that close liaison is established between them. It does 
not necessarily involve the expense of visiting the market and I 
regard it as an extension of the work that has been done in the past 
in the way of stores promotion. I am sure other consumer industries 
will find as we do that the Americans particularly are very proficient 
at this work and there are signs that our new-found friends and 
customers in the Common Market countries are equally interested 
a to undertake this type of very valuable direct promotional 
work, 


In conclusion it might be said that the Federation creates a 
favourable climate in which its members are able to sell their goods 
but the degree of influence on this climate depends entirely upon 
the amount of money that is available to use the various techniques 
which are common property today for such work. We have found 
that as far as our product is concerned there is nothing to beat the 
personal contact and the presentation of a first-class product at 
the proper price. The manufacturers themselves attend to the quality 
and price of their goods and we feel that we are doing our job 
if we make available to manufacturers as full and complete in- 
formation as possible regarding the commercial and legal technica- 
lities of the markets into which they hope to export their pottery.

Men’s Wear for Export in 1962 


Mr. NIALL MACPHERSON, Parliamentary Secretary. Board of 
Trade, and Sir Richard Powell, Permanent Secretary, Board of 
Trade, attended a men’s wear fashion show at the Dorchester Hotel, 
London, on September 29.

Last year 
their members sold £8 million of British clothes abroad. 
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New Planning Machinery 
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Chancellor Proposes National Economic Development Council 


HER MAJESTY’S TREASURY have issued the following text 
of the letter which the Chancellor of the Exchequer sent on Septem- 
ber 23 to the Trades Union Congress, the Federation of British 
industries, the British Employers’ Confederation, the Association of 
British Chambers of Commerce, and the National Union of 
Manufacturers : 


‘Following upon my meetings with both sides of industry about 
a new approach to economic planning on a national scale, I have 
given careful thought to the various suggestions which have been 
made. in order to forward our joint consideration of these matters 
| set out in this letter, as promised, some specific proposals. 


‘I believe that the time has come to establish new and more 
effective machinery for the co-ordination of plans and forecasts 
for the main sectors of our economy. There is a need to study 
centrally the plans and prospects of our main industries, to correlate 
them with each other and with the Government's plans for the 
public sector, and to see how in aggregate they contribute to, and 
fit in with, the prospects for the economy as a whole, including the 
vital external balance of payments. The task of keeping claims on 
our resources within our capacity is the responsibility of Govern- 
ment. But experience has shown the need for a closer link between 
Government and Industry in order to create a climate favourable 
to expansion and to make possible effective action to correct 
weaknesses in our economic structure. This new machinery should 
therefore assist in the promotion of more rapid and sustained 
economic growth. 


‘I am anxious to secure that both sides of industry, on whose 
co-operation the fulfilment of our objectives must significantly 
depend, should participate fully with the Government in all stages 
of the process. I hope they would, under the arrangements proposed 
below, obtain a picture, more coniinuous and comprehensive than 
that has hitherto been available, of the long-term problems in the 
development of our economy; and this should enhance the value of 
their advice on, and efforts in, the search for solutions. They would 
also have better opportunities to help in the moulding of the 
economic policies of the Government at the formative stage. 


‘Clearly, we shall need some new machinery for this work, | 
envisage that this might take the following form. First, I propose 
the creation of a National Economic Development Council. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer would be the Chairman and one 
or two other Ministers, such as the President of the Board of Trade 
and the Minister of Labour, would be members. The other members 
of the Council, who would be appointed by the Chancellor after 
appropriate consultations, would be drawn from the trade unions 
and from the management side of private and nationalized industry, 
with perhaps some additional members. I would aim at a total 
membership of, say, about twenty. 


‘The functions of the Council would be to examine, and if 
necessary, commission studies relevant to the economic objectives 
which I have indicated earlier in this letter, and to consider how 
these objectives could best be secured. Responsibility for final 
decisions on matters of Government policy must remain with the 
Government, but the views expressed by the Council would carry 
great weight both with the Government and with industry. It would 
be for the Council to consider how far, and in what form, the 
results of its work should be made public. 


‘The effectiveness of the Council's work would depend on the 
establishment of a full-time staff of the right calibre. This staff which 
would work under a Director to be appointed from outside the 
Civil Service, although under the aegis of Government, would not 
be part of the ordinary Government machine. It would act under 
the general direction of, and be responsible to, the Council. The 
Government for their part would be prepared to make available 
from the Civil Service an appropriate portion of the staff. I would 
hope that the rest would be drawn from both sides of industry, the 
commercial world and elsewhere. Normally individual members of 
the staff would be regarded as on temporary secondment for, say, 
two to three years. 


‘The function of this staff would be to examine the plans for 
development of the main industries in the private sector and, in the 
light of such examinations and of discussions with Government 
Departments about other sectors of the economy, e.g. the national- 
ized industries, to prepare, for the consideration of the Council, 
studies of the kind envisaged in the second paragraph of this letter. 
The staff would make the fullest use of existing channels of infor- 
mation and consultation in Government and industry, and in the 
studies of particular industries would work in association with the 
Government Departments and other public bodies, e.g. the Iron 
and Steel Board and the Cotton Board, normally concerned with 
then. 


‘With the setting up of the new organization, I would propose 
that the present Economic Planning Board should come to an end. 
My present thought is that the National Production Advisory 
Council on Industry might be continued but, in that event, it shouid 
in future meet less frequently. The Minister of Labour’s National 
Joint Advisory Council would continue as at present. 


‘I am writing similarly to the employers organizations/the other 
employers’ organizations and to the Trades Union Congress. If 
you agree, I suggest that we have a meeting with similar repre- 
sentation to that which attended the meeting I held on August 22/23. 
Alternatively, if you and the others concerned preferred it, the 
meeting could be a joint one with representatives of both manage- 
ment and labour. In either case I should like, if it is convenient to 
you, to hold the meeting during the first ten days of October.” 


Tourism Britain’s Fourth Largest Export Earner 


Tourism became Britain’s fourth largest export in 1960, says the 
British Travel and Holidays Association in its annual report. Alto- 
gether £273 million, including fare payments to British carriers on 
international routes, was spent by the 1,669,000 visitors to Britain in 
the year. Both the numbers of visitors and the revenue to Britain 
were up by about 20 per cent. on 1959. 


The annual total of overseas visitors to Britain increased by 170 per 
cent. in the ten years 1950-1960 and the amount spent by them in 
Britain and in fares to British carriers increased by 210 per cent. 


The report says “Travel is a highly competitive industry. Other 
countries, including America, are alive to its potential as a source of 
income and are planning to attract and cater for visitors on a scale 
never before contemplated. Although the results of the past ten years 
have not been unsatisfactory, the people of Britain and the business 
community which benfits from visitors’ spending are not yet tourist- 


minded and the benefits to the community of a thriving tourist industry 
are by no means fully recognised,’ 


During the year the Government gave attention to the Association’s 
representations on many subjects, including the extension of the holiday 
season, the extension of summer time, the abolition of passports and 
other frontier formalities, and the revision of the licensing laws. 
Visitors from six European countries —- Belgium, France, Western 
Germany, Luxembourg, Holland and Switzerland — can now travel to 
Britain without a passport. 


The continued shortage of hotel accommodation in Britain is also re- 
ferred to in the report, and it adds: “The urgent need for more accommo- 
dation in many parts of the country remains and the Association 
hopes that there will soon be an improvement in this situation, which 
has caused anxiety for some years.’ 
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President in Scotland 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 
on the occasion of the opening of the Larkhall, Scotland, extension 
of Simpson (Piccadilly) Ltd., on October 3, said: 


‘In the last two years the Government have been making strenuous 
efforts to deal with the problem of local unemployment. In accord- 
ance with our undertakings given at the 1959 Election we have 
passed new legislation and we have administered firmly our loca- 
tion of industry policy. The results have been considerable. In 
England and Wales we have broken the back of the problem and 
apart from a few scattered areas the whole situation has been 
transformed. 

‘When the Local Employment Act came into force on April 1, 
1960, unemployment in the development districts in England and 
Wales was just over 70,000. Since then progress has been such that 
we have been able to take a number of these districts off the list 
and in other cases we are not accepting new applications for assist- 
ance. In the remaining development districts unemployment over 
the past year has averaged 23,000 and in September it was as low

as 17,700, exactly a quarter of what it was when we started on this 
operation. 

‘In Scotland the problem remains difficult, but here too we have 
made considerable progress. Unemployment in the Scottish develop- 
ment districts has fallen over the same period by one-third, from 
66,000 to 45,000. In Glasgow the rate has come down from 4:2 per 
cent. to 2-9 per cent. The most conspicuous developments have 
been those of the motor industry (B.M.C., Rootes and Pressed Steel) 
but there have been many others of equal importance. To mention 
only a few, there are the Dry Dock at Greenock, Honeywell Con- 
trols at Airdrie, Telegraph Condensers at Bathgate, Skefko Ball 
Bearings at Irvine and, most recent of all, British Oxygen at Dum- 
barton, a development especially welcome in view of the disappoint- 
ments that the area has suffered in the last year or so. I would 
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remind you that for nearly all these projects the recruitment has 
either not started or is at an early stage, the benefits to employment 
are, therefore, still to come. 

‘It is not an easy problem for us at the Board of Trade to hold 
the proper balance in administering our policy between the con- 
flicting claims that face us. On the one hand there are the social 
claims of the development district which it is right and in the 
national interest to recognize and try to meet. On the other hand 
there are the very pressing claims of industrial efficiency which, 
particularly where exports are concerned, look all the time more 
urgent. Our job is to try and reconcile these claims when they 
conflict. 

‘But the economic arguments are not all on one side. Lopsided 
development with extreme congestion in some areas and idle 
resources in others certainly works against full industrial efficiency. 
Nor is it necessarily sensible to allow people to expand in a highly 
congested area even when they are good exporters if, in practice, 
they will be able to expand only by attracting labour from other 
employers whose work may be as much in the national interest as 
their own. I have been encouraged, moreover, to learn for myself 
from many industrialists who have come to development districts 
how satisfied they are in practice when they have done so. 

‘It is essential to look at these matters with some commonsense. 
Clearly the farther the business has to locate any extension from 
either its parent works or its main market, the greater are the 
problems of management and cost involved. It will be quite 
unrealistic to ignore this fact when studying the problem of develop- 
ment in Scotland. But the figures I have quoted, I think, should be 
ample proof of the Government's determination in these matters 
and of the success of our policy, which we intend to continue.’ 

Referring to the opening of the new extension, the President said : 
‘This important new extension will carry even further the fine work 
that the firm of Simpsons is already doing for Scotland and for the 
export trade of the whole country. They have played a leading part 
in building up the high reputation for quality that British clothes have 
now throughout the world and the contribution they have made to 
our export trade is quite outstanding. By establishing and subsequently 
enlarging this factory they have brought new employment oppor- 
tunities and | would add, excellent new opportunities for training to 
the workpeople of this area of Scotland’.

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Britain and the Common Market 


THE FOLLOWING is an English translation of the text of a com- 
munication to Mr. Harold Macmillan, the Prime Minister, from Dr. 
Ludwig Erhard, the present Chairman of the Council of Ministers of the 
European Economic Community following the meeting in Brussels 
on September 25 and 26, to discuss Britain’s request for negotiations 
for accession to the Treaty of Rome. The communication reads: 


‘I am happy to inform you that the Council of Ministers has 
unanimously agreed to grant this request. 

‘Your Excellency also in your letter drew the attention of the 
Governments of the Member-States of the European Economic Com- 
munity to the obligation of the United Kingdom Government to take 
account of its special relations with the Commonwealth and of the 
essential interests of British agriculture and of the other members of 
the European Free Trade Association. 


‘The Governments of the six signatory States of the Treaty of Rome 
have taken note of these considerations and have charged me to inform 
Your Excellency that they consider it necessary, in order to permit the 
opening of negotiations under the most favourable conditions, that 
they should be fully informed concerning the problems facing the 
United Kingdom Government, particularly under the three headings 
mentioned in Your Excellency’s letter of August 9, and also on the 
solutions which the United Kingdom Government envisages for them. 


“To this end the six Governments have authorized me to invite the 
United Kingdom Government to participate in a meeting to be held 
in Paris on October 10, and if necessary on October 11, 1961, at which 
the views of the British Government could be communicated.

These, 
in the opinion of the six Governments, could be held in Brussels and 
commence in the first half of the month of November.’

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New Austrian Legislation Provides $6 Million for 
Victims of Nazi Persecution 


AS THE RESULT of an Agreement between the United Kingdom, 
United States, French and Austrian Governments in May 1959, the 
Government of Austria has set up a fund of $6 million for settlement of 
claims of victims of racial, religious or political persecution in Austria 
between March 13, 1938, and May 8, 1945, and whose bank accounts, 
securities, mortgages or cash were confiscated by the Nazi authorities 
and who were compelled to pay certain discriminatory taxes. 


Claim forms can be obtained from Austrian Consulates and from 
the United Restitution Organization, 183 Finchley Road, London, 
N.W.3. Claims must reach the fund office at Vienna II, Taborstrasse 2, 
by August 31, 1962. 


Fourth Restitution Claims Law 


Legislation recently passed by the Austrian Parliament (4. 
Ruckstellungsanspruchsgesetz) enables the following persons to 
reclaim identifiable property (or its equivalent value) in Austria which 
since March 13, 1938, has been subjected to forced transfer or measures 
of sequestration, confiscation or control on account of the racial origin 
or religion of the owner, and which has been traced and claimed by the 
collecting agencies (Sammelstellen). 


(1) The original owner of such property or his heirs who failed to 
file a restitution claim for the restitution of the property within 
the time limits provided in the Austrian Restitution 
Legislation. 

(2) The original owner’s heirs-at-law in so far as they have been 
denied the right to claim the restitution of the property under 
the Restitution Law. Applications should be directed to:

Where the person concerned has lodged a claim for the restitution 
of the property under Article 26 of the Austrian State Treaty in the 
time from July 27, 1955, to January 26, 1956 the Sammelstellen are 
obliged to surrender the property or the proceeds of a sale therefrom. 
In cases where no such claim has been lodged the surrender is within 
the discretion of the Sammelstellen. The Sammelstellen are entitled to 
retain up to 25 per cent. of the market value of the property in question. 
Instead of surrendering the property or its equivalent value, the 
Sammelstellen are authorized to transfer the claim to the property in 
question to the persons concerned. 


The Foreign Compensation (Roumania) Order, 1961 


THE ABOVE Order in Council obtainable from Her Majesty’s 
Stationery Office (S.I. 1832) relates to the distribution of compen- 
sation payable by the Roumanian Government under the Anglo- 
Roumanian Agreement of November 10, 1960 (Cmd. 1232). The 
Order enables the Foreign Compensation Commission to deal with 
claims:

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Temporary Exemption of Import Duty on Some 
Chemicals 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announced on June 1, that temporary 
exemptions from import duty due to expire on October 1, 1961, of 
certain goods (mainly chemicals) classified under headings 28, 29, 30, 
38, 51, 58, 70, 81, 85 and 90 of the Customs and Excise Tariff were 
being reviewed. A further announcement on June 13, stated the review 
would also include certain goods covered by Tariff heading 39. As a 
result of this review, the Treasury have made The Import Duties 
(Temporary Exemptions) (No. 6) Order, 1961 (Statutory Instruments, 
1961, No. 1839). 

The First Schedule to the Order provides for the exemption from 
import duty from October 1, 1961, until January 1, 1963 (except where 
some other date is shown) of some goods (mainly chemicals) at present 
liable to import duty. 


The Second Schedule to the Order provides for the extension until 
January 1, 1963 (except where some other date is shown) of a large 
number of temporary exemptions from import duty (mainly of 
chemicals) which would otherwise have expired on October 1, 1961. 
Some of the descriptions of goods of which the existing exemptions are 
renewed by this Schedule have been revised. In the Third Schedule 
to the Order the present and revised descriptions are shown. As from 
October 1, 1961, it is the revised description which will determine the 
scope of the exemption. 


The Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 9) Order, 1961 


THE TREASURY have made the Import Duty Drawbacks (No. 9) 
Order, 1961, which (a) reduces the rate of drawback of import duty 
on certain imported olive oil used in the production of exported 
canned fish; and (b) revokes the existing provision for the allowance of 
drawback of import duty on imported raw silk or waste (excluding 
noils) used in the production of exported yarn, certain fabrics and made- 
up articles. 

The Order came into operation on October 1, 1961, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1961, No. 1838. 


Imports of Barley from France 


AS A RESULT of discussions between French and British officials, 
minimum price arrangements have now been agreed which will ensure 
that French barley imported into Britain will not fall below a c.i-f. 
duty-paid price of £20 per ton. 

The French authorities have made arrangements for the resumption 
of private trading in accordance with the terms of this agreement, 
which will be effective until June 30, 1962. 


Revision of A.U.C.C. Charges, Patents Fees and 
Trade Marks in the Soviet Union 


INFORMATION has been received from the British Embassy in Moscow 
that the scale of charges of the Patent Bureau of the All-Union Chamber 
of Commerce and the official fees for patents and trade marks were 
revised on January 1, 1961. The new charges and fees are published in 
full in the Official Journal (Patents) and The Trade Marks Journal and 
a list of them may also be inspected in the Patent Office Library, 
25 Southampton Buildings, Chancery Lane, London, W.C,2.

Patent and Trade Mark Law’ no longer apply. 


Telephone Credit Card Facility With Australia 


THE GENERAL POST OFFICE announce that as from Sunday, 
October 1, British Post Office telephone credit cards are valid for 
telephone calls made from Australia to the United Kingdom. The 
charges for such calls will be the same as for ordinary outgoing calls to 
Australia, i.e. £3 for three minutes and £1 for each additional minute 
or part thereof.

Staple Fibre 
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United Kingdom Direct Investment Overseas, 1958 to 1960 


An article defining the scope and purpose of the overseas investment 
inquiry was published in the Board of Trade Journal on October 7, 1960. 

Estimates are published below of the direct investment by British 
industry overseas during 1960 and of direct investment by overseas 
interests in the United Kingdom. Estimates are also published of the 
earnings of United Kingdom companies’ direct investment abroad and 
conversely those of overseas branches, subsidiaries, etc. operating in 
this country. These estimates of investments and earnings revise the 
provisional figures for 1960 included in the balance of payments White 
Paper (Cmd. 1329) published last March and will be incorporated in 
the next Balance of Payments White Paper to be published in October. 
Comparable revised figures are also given in respect of the year 1959 
and there have been minor amendments to the figures for 1958. Infor- 
mation on a country basis is published for the three years and an industrial 
analysis is shown for 1958 and 1959. All the figures in the tables are 
exclusive of oil and insurance. 


Increase in Investment by United Kingdom Companies 

In 1960 direct investment overseas by United Kingdom companies 
(see Table 1) totalled £249 million, 27 per cent. more than in 1959 and 
nearly three-quarters more than in 1958. Investment in the United 
Kingdom by overseas companies in 1960, at £141 million, was roughly 
the same as in 1959. It should be noted that the Ford Motor Company 
acquisition is not included in the 1960 figures since the direct investment 
transactions associated with this took place in the first half of 1961.

President on Investment Benefits 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 
speaking at the Conference of the Canadian Institute of 
Chartered Accountants in Toronto on September 26, said: 

‘There is, of course, a substantial volume of United States investment 
in Western Europe—something over $6 billion, half of it in the United 
Kingdom. In Britain we have welcomed this investment which has 
brought valuable additions to our capacity and our know-how. Moreover 
a good deal of United States investment since the war has helped to 
bring factories and work to the formerly depressed areas of the United 
Kingdom—particularly parts of Scotland. 

‘But although the wheel has turned the circle, and Western Europe 
now receives large amounts of investment from the countries across 
the Atlantic which originally depended heavily on European capital, 
the whole business is a two-way affair. This can be illustrated from 
United Kingdom figures. In the period 1958-60, United Kingdom 
private investment in Canada exceeded $200 million. Canadian invest- 
ment in the United Kingdom exceeded $100 million. United Kingdom 
investment in the United States exceeded $100 million. United States 
investment in the United Kingdom was nearly $700 million. 

‘These cold figures do not represent only sums of capital. They reflect 
an interchange of industrial techniques and know-how. When Britain 
was investing heavily in railways abroad she was also providing the 
technical skill and some of the necessary materials. There is an economic 
advantage when a manufacturer, expert in some process of technique, 
invests abroad for with his investment comes skill and knowledge. 
Not only, therefore, is trade between the industrially advanced countries 
of the world growing very fast but investment between these countries 
is also proceeding in a large scale.’

Coverage of the Estimates 


In Table 1, which summarizes the results of this inquiry, an allowance 
has been made for non-response in 1959 and 1960 and to this extent 
the totals of Tables 2, 3 and 4, being based on returns actually received, 
do not correspond with Table 1.Figures used in the Balance of Payment 
White Paper of March 1961 (Cmd. 1329) have been revised for 1959 
and 1960 as a result of late returns 


The 1958 figures are substantially complete, and the 1959 estimates 
are based on a response of about 95 per cent. So far as the estimates 
for 1960 are concerned, those for overseas interests in the United 
Kingdom are based on a coverage of just over 90 per cent., whilst 
those for United Kingdom investment overseas are based on a response 
of about 80 per cent The lower rate of response of United Kingdon 
companies advising on their subsidiaries and branches abroad as 
compared with the response rate of undertakings in the United 
Kingdom with parents overseas, arises mainly because in the latter 
case operating, accounting and reporting units are identical and are 
situated in the United Kingdom. Thus, questionnaires are completed 
without the necessity of obtaining information from other companies, 
whereas United Kingdom parent companies cannot always supply 
answers to all parts of the questionnaire from head office accounts but 
have to obtain information from overseas. This difficulty is greatest in 
respect of profit figures. Additionally, there are the problems of 
different accounting dates within groups and the burden of multiple 
overseas subsidiaries.

Area and Country Information 


A summary is given in Table 2 of the information appearing on the 
questionnaire for the three years under five main geographical areas. 


Table 3 provides information on earnings and investment for the 
main countries in each area. Care has been taken throughout to avoid 
disclosing figures relating to individual companies and figures for some 
countries have had to be withheld for this reason. In examining this 
Table it must be borne in mind that the figures exclude oiland insurance. 
Whereas Table (a) shows increments in investments inclusive of 
ploughed back profits during each period the earnings shown in 
Table (b) derive from the total stock of investments whenever the 
investment took place. 


United Kingdom investment in the Rest of the Sterling Area 
represented 64 per cent. of all direct overseas investment by United 
Kingdom companies during 1960. Present indications are that United 
Kingdom investment in the Sterling Area grew faster than in Western 
Europe. There was a marked increase in investment in Australia. 
Some expansion in the rate of investment in the emergent and less 
developed countries is discernable but as yet these investments are 
small compared with those in the more developed Commonwealth 
countries. Owing to a falling off in profits in Canada and a consequent 
decline in undistributed profits the direct investments there fell from 
£32.5 million in 1959 to £21.1 million in 1960 and principally on this 
account direct investment by United Kingdom industry in North 
America as a whole was 17 per cent. of the total in 1960 compared 
with 26 per cent. in 1959. There was little change in investment in 
Western Europe over the three years under review, but it is interesting 
to note that the amount invested in the European Economic Com- 
munity increased each year, the largest rate of increase being in Italy 
where the amount invested in 1960 (3.6 million) was double that 
invested in 1959. United Kingdom direct investment in Western 
Europe was 12 per cent. of the total in 1960, 10 per cent. being in 
E.E.C. countries. 


Overseas direct investment in the United Kingdom in 1960 continued 
to come mainly from the United States and Dependencies, which 
accounted for 65 per cent. of the total compared with 68 per cent. in 
1959 and 71 per cent. in 1958. 


Two-thirds of the earnings of overseas investment by British Industry 
in 1960 came from the Rest of the Sterling Area. Australia was the 
largest contributor followed closely by South Africa. American 
direct investments here accounted for more than three-quarters of the 
total earnings of overseas companies in the United Kingdom.

Industrial Analysis 


Table 4 analysis investment in 1958 and 1959 according to the 
industry in which it was made and gives a corresponding analysis for 
earnings. Information on this basis for 1960 is not yet available for 
publication. The broad groups used are based on the Standard Indust- 
rial Classification. 

There was little change in the industrial pattern of United Kingdom 
private direct investment overseas between 1958 and 1959. Some 
54 per cent. was invested in manufacturing industry compared with 
57 per cent. in 1958. There was, however, a marked increase in the 
amount invested in the distributive industries, which represented 14 
per cent. of the total in 1959. About 7 per cent. of all investment in 
1959 was in agriculture and 6 per cent. in mining compared with 10 
per cent. and 7 per cent. respectively in 1958. However, a quarter of 
total earnings in both years came from mining and agriculture compared 
with just under a half from manufacturing.

High Level of Retail Trade Maintained in August 


THE PROVISIONAL estimate that the record level of retail sales in 
July was maintained in August has been confirmed by the final 
calculations. The pattern of trading was, however, rather different in 
the two months, with a sharp decline in sales by durable goods shops 
being off-set by increases by clothing and footwear shops and by 
food shops. Although the value of retail sales was at the high July 
level, prices were higher in August and the volume of sales was some- 
what lower. 

The seasonally adjusted index of the total value of sales in August 
was 117, the same as in July and compared with 114 in June and 115 
for the second quarter as a whole. 

Compared with a year earlier sales were 6 per cent. higher in August, 
as against 5 per cent in July. Prices in August, in the field covered by 
the retail trade statistics, were 4 per cent. higher than a year earlier 
compared with about 24 per cent. higher in July.

Clothing and Footwear Shops 

The seasonally adjusted index of the value of sales by clothing and 
footwear shops, which had been steady at 114 or 115 since April, 
rose sharply in August to 120 and thus fully regained the high level 
reached during the latter part of last year and early this year. Total 
sales were 7 per cent. higher than a year earlier, compared with 2 per 
cent. in July, and each of the three main kinds of shop showed better 
results than in July. Prices of clothing and footwear were rather less than 
2 per cent. higher than a year earlier, an increase only slighty greater 
than that in July. 


Durable Goods Shops 


Sales by durable goods shops fell back sharply from the record level 
reached in July when sales were affected by buying in anticipation of 
the restrictive measures announced on July 25. The seasonally adjusted 


index was 115 compared with 130 in July and was lower than the level 
of June (121). Sales by durable goods shops in total were 6 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier against an increase of 15 per cent in July. 
Each of the kinds of business showed smaller increases than in July, 
but radio and electrical etc. goods shops and electricity showrooms 
were most affected by the reaction of sales from the high July level. 
The former showed an increase of only 2 per cent in August, against 
15 per cent. m July, and the latter an increase of 11 per cent against 
38 per cent. Furniture shops were much less affected and showed an 
increase of 7 per cent. in August against 11 per cent. in July. Prices of 
durable goods were about 2 per cent. higher than a year earlier 
compared with a little over 1 per cent. in July. 
Food Shops 

Total sales by food shops were at a high level in August, the seasonally 
adjusted index reaching 114, a point higher than in July. Grocers shops 
showed an increase of 5 per cent on a year earlier (the largest increase 
this year) compared with 3 per cent in July, but a very large increase 
in the sales by greengrocers (17 per cent. compared with 8 per cent. 
in July) represented the largest increase. Increases in the prices of 
potatoes and vegetables more than accounted for the increase in the 
value of greengrocers’ sales. Sales by food shops in total were 6 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier in August compared with 3 per cent. 
higher in July but prices of goods sold by food shops were about 34 per 
cent. higher, against rather less than 2 per cent. in July.

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Hire Purchase Business Quieter in August 


FOLLOWING THE spurt in July, caused in large measure by expecta- 
tions that the Chancellor’s measures would lead to higher prices for 
durable goods, hire purchase business was at a lower level in August. 
Sales on instalment credit terms by household goods shops fell by 
about one-fifth, but were about one-tenth higher than in August 
last year, while new credit extended by finance houses declined by 
about one quarter to a total much the same as a year earlier. Instal- 
ments outstanding rose by £3 million during the month to £971 million. 


Household Goods Shops 

Hardware, radio, electrical goods, cycle and perambulator shops 
where the spurt in sales on hire purchase and other instalment credit 
terms was more pronounced than in furniture and furnishings shops 
in July, suffered a sharper decrease than the latter type of shop in 
August; their sales were only 7 per cent. more than a year earlier, 
compared with a rise of more than one-third in July. Instalment credit 
sales by furniture etc. shops, on the other hand, after being 20 per 
cent. up on last year in July, reported an increase of 11 per cent. in 
August, while household goods departments of department stores 
showed a rise of 9 per cent. in August as against one of over one-fifth 


in the previous month. A seasonal fall in trade in August is, of course, 
normal, but the fall this year was rather larger than usual because of 
the very high level of business in July; it is to be noted, however, that 
the 9 per cent. rise on a year earlier in August for household goods 
shops as a whole was not appreciably below the increase shown im 
June (12 per cent.) 


Finance Houses 

The largely seasonal fall in new instalment credit business of finance 
houses was shared by all types of goods except pedal cycles, where 
trade in August usually remains fairly high. Compared with a year 
earlier, the August total for new private cars showed an increase of 
more than 20 per cent. New credit advanced on caravans was also 
higher than last year but for used cars and motor cycles the figures 
were lower. 

Instalments outstanding to finance houses rose by £4 million during 
the month to a total of £666 million at the end of the month.

These figures form the 
basis of table 3. In so far as goods sold by the household goods shops, 
whose credit sales comprise table 2, are financed by direct agreements 
made between a finance house and the buyer, the new credit extended 
would also figure in table 3, as well as being part of the value of 
sales covered by table 2. 

Both types of contributor also return monthly totals of instalments 
outstanding to them at the end of each period. These figures are 
brought together in table 1. The estimates of debt owed direct to 
household goods shops relate to agreements entered into between 
customer and retailers. These estimates include the amounts out- 
standing on agreements which are subsequently discounted by finance 
houses. The debt outstanding on agreements made direct between 
finance houses and retail customers is, however, excluded from the 
debt owed to shops and included in the total of instalments owed 
to finance houses. This total does not include the amounts which 
have been discounted with finance houses. Included with finance 
houses are some manufacturers who finance credit sales of their own 
products. 

Tables 1, 2 and 3 are based upon estimates derived from the Cen- 
sus of Distribution for 1957.

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Deliveries of Scientific and Industrial Instruments and Apparatus — Second Quarter 1961 


THE VOLUME Of deliveries of scientific and industrial instruments 
and apparatus in the second quarter of 1961 was 9 per cent. more than a 
year earlier ; in the first quarter it was 4 per cent. more. Although export 
deliveries fell slightly from the very high rate of the previous 6 months 
they were 14 per cent. more than in the second quarter of 1960. 


All groups im the industry contributed to the increase in total 
deliveries in the second quarter. The largest increases were in deliveries 
of electronic computers, electrical measuring instruments and industrial 
process control instruments. Export deliveries of electronic computers 
however, were 56 per cent. less than a year earlier. Deliveries for 
export of nautical, aeronautical and gunnery control instruments and 
of other scientific instruments also declined. 


An account of the statistics of scientific and industrial instruments 
and apparatus and of the construction of the index of the volume of 
deliveries was given in an article in the Board of Trade Journal of 
August 28, 1959 (page 162).

THE TOTAL NET TONNAGE Of vessels in the foreign trade entering 
and clearing with cargo at United Kingdom ports during the second 
quarter of this year was only slightly less than that recorded for the 
corresponding period of 1960. 

The net tonnage of Commonwealth vessels entering and clearing 
with cargo was slightly greater than in the second quarter of 1960, 
and the Commonwealth share of the total entrances and clearances 
with cargo rose from 54 to 55 per cent. 

The net tonnage of foreign vessels entering and clearing with cargo 
fell by nearly 3 per cent. compared with the same period for 1960. 
The most marked decreases were shown by vessels flying the Pana- 
manian, Danish and Norwegian flags. 


Table 1 


There was a fall in entrances and clearances with cargo from and 
to countries in North and South America, the largest fall, one of 
828 thousand net tons, being from and to North America (Atlantic 
Coast). There was a rise in entrances and clearances with cargo from 
and to nearly all other areas. 

Arrivals and departures with cargo at the port of Liverpool increased 
by 650 thousand net tons over the second quarter of 1960 and at the 
port of London decreased by 725 thousand net tons. 


Arrivals and departures with cargo in the coasting trade showed 
an increase of 5 per cent. over the same quarter for 1960.

Definitions 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels 
moving between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or 
passengers from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise move- 
ment in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the 
discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, 


proceed coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage. 

(2) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 

(3) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (2) and 
include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 

(4) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

Office Equipment Exports Rise 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, 
opened the 49th National Business Efficiency Exhibition at Olympia, 
London, on October 2,. where 154 firms, exhibiting in a space 
occupying 200,000 square feet, represent the major proportion of an 
industry which exports to three-quarters of the countries of the 
world, and which constantly seeks to increase general office 
efficiency. The Fair closes on October 11. 

Exports of office equipment during the first six months of this 
year totalled £20,026,000 compared with £37,133,000 for the whole 
of 1960. Officials of the industry state that the Commonwealth was 
still the industry’s best customer, though sales to the European 
Economic Community and the European Free Trade Association 
were rising rapidly. Sales to E.E.C. countries for the first six months 
of 1961 were almost identical in value to those for the whole of 
1958 — the record year — and sales for the same period to the EFTA 
countries exceeded those for 1958. 

Speaking at the inauguration luncheon, Mr. Maudling said that 
from the figures announced by the industry it was obvious that it 
was possible to have a large export business although sales on the 
home market were smaller. The industry provided many lessons for 
other industries in this country. It was apparent that many of our 
best customers were making the same type of equipment, but that 
was no deterrent to our industry to try to sell more British equip- 
ment abroad. 

Features of the exhibition included an up to date and compre- 
hensive range of equipment covering electronic calculators and 
mathematical machinery, office printing and composing machines, 
charting and planning boards, dictating equipment, office furniture, 
cash registers, filing systems, postal franking machines, devices for 
folding letters and others for opening morning mail, machines for 
filling in cheques and others for signing them.

THE INTERNATIONAL TRADE FAIR held at Brno, Czecho- 
slovakia, from September 10-24 was the third in an annual series 
of Fairs specializing in engineering, metallurgy, machine tools and 
related industries. During the first two years of the Fair’s existence 
aS an international event (before 1959 all-Czechoslovak Fairs were 
held at Brno) the arrangement of exhibits followed a rather uneasy 
compromise between two different systems. A few countries were 
permitted to rent national pavilions in which all their exhibits 
were grouped; and the rest were represented by exhibitors scattered 
throughout the Fair according to the category of products they 
were showing. This year the second of these principles was applied 
to all countries taking part, with the result that a visitor interested 
in, for example, knitting machinery could find it all under one roof. 

Over 500 firms and organizations from 35 countries were repre- 
sented this year. Their exhibits covered a total area of 125,000 
square metres. Czechoslovakia was the largest exhibitor, with about 
a third of the total space, followed by the Soviet Union and Poland. 
Of Western countries the United Kingdom (with 30 stands and an 
area of over 1,500 square metres) and the German Federal Republic, 
were among the most prominent. Next year it is planned to cut 
down the number of Czechoslvak exhibits so as to free more space 
for foreign firms. 

A new feature, replacing the old national pavilions, was a special 
Pavilion of Nations in which 31 countries had representative stands, 
organized by Government departments or semi-official foreign 
trade bodies, at which trade inquiries could be answered and small 
displays of typical industries or crafts were on show. This made it 
possible for the British Government to participate officially in the 
Fair for the first time, with a Board of Trade stand illustrating 
British engineering and British industrial safety equipment. As at 
Poznan, the Birmingham Engineering Centre made available a 
member of their staff to help with technical inquiries. 


Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, 
who was the guest of the Vice-Minister of Foreign Trade, Mr. Karel 
Kohout, paid an official visit to the Fair on September 20, which 
was celebrated as ‘Great Britain’s National Day.’ 

Many of the British exhibitors were making their first appearance 
at this Fair. In general, the British exhibits consisted of machines 
or equipment in which a potential customer in Czechoslovakia (that 
is, one of the 20 or so Foreign Trade Corporations which have a 
monopoly of imports and exports) had already shown particular 
interest, and in most cases these were duly sold at the end of the 
Fair. Entirely new contracts placed during and as a direct result of 
the Fair were less common, though the firms showing laundry 
equipment (British Laundry Machinery and Neil & Spencer) secured 
valuable orders on the spot for their dry cleaning machines. 
Similarly the process-levelling machine (for delivery to the Skoda 
motorcar works) and 60-ton press brake shown by the Bronx 
Engineering Company were labelled as already sold to Strojimport, 
the Foreign Trade Corporation for machinery and industrial plant, 
and more orders were placed with the firm during the Fair. Besides 
these nearly all the British exhibitors made useful contacts at the 
Fair and were optimistic about the prospect of business in the 
longer term. 

Among many other good British engineering exhibits were new 
battery electric-powered fork and reach trucks shown by Lansing 
Bagnall: Holman Bros.’s wagon drill; and a high speed Fotosetter, 
operated automatically under the control of teletypesetter units, 
shown by Intertype. A machine of this type has been sold to a 

inting enterprise at Bratislava. The displays of British scientific 
instruments included an infra-red spectrometer by Unicam, a 
hydrogen-in-metals analyzer by Cambridge Instruments Ltd., a new 
Standard signal. generator by Marconi and a general purpose 
analogue computer by Solartron. 

Among the more striking exhibits of the Eastern European coun- 
tries were a huge Roumanian oil rig, several new types of Czecho- 
slovak diesel engines and a giant fagotting press, of over 100 tons 
capacity, made by the Zdar Engineering Works and shown by 
Strojimport. 

Although some attempt was to be made this year to limit attend- 


ance at the Fair it attracted at least one million visitors, among 
whom members of the general public of all ages seemed to con- 
stitute a majority; so much so that requests by souvenir hunters 
for any kind of literature in any language at times became an 
embarrassment. One morning in each of the two weeks was however 
supposed to be set aside for trade buyers and technicians, and talks 
with responsible people from the factories for which the equipment 
on show might be bought were among the most valuable features 
of the Fair for most of the British exhibitors. Apart from this, 
Brno is a useful meeting place for making or renewing contacts with 
representatives of the other Socialist countries. 


Czechoslovakia’s imports of machinery at present represent just 
over one fifth of total imports, but in the course of the current Third 
Five Year Plan (1961-1965) the proportion is planned to rise. 
Although nearly three-quarters of Czechoslovakia’s foreign trade 
will continue to be with her Socialist partners, there should thus be 
scope, within the remaining quarter, for the United Kingdom to 
increase her share, which at present stands at about 24 per cent. 
of the total. The equipment which the Czechoslovak Corporations 
are most likely to seek abroad in the next few years will be chiefly 
automatic and semi-automatic machinery, especially for the chemical 
and metallurgical industries and certain branches of engineering. 
In these fields, therefore (as well as in the traditional 
lines of new materials, chemicals etc.) there should be a steady if not 
spectacular market for British exporters. A visit to Brno is a good 
way of exploring it. 


Over 200 Exhibitors at Watch and Jewellery Fair 


JEWELLERY, plate, silverware, luxury gifts, watches, clocks, and 
cutlery stated to be valued at more than £8 million were on show at 
the seventh International Watch and Jewellery Trade Fair at Earls 
Court, London, from September 25 to 29. The Fair was sponsored by 
the National Association of Goldsmiths and organized by Trade Fairs 
and Promotions Ltd., in association with Watchmaker, Jeweller and 
Silversmith, and International Jewellery and Gifts. The exhibition 
displayed what was considered by members of the trade to be one of 
the most comprehensive collections ever assembled in a single hall in 
this country. Over 200 exhibitors occupied nearly 30,000 square feet 
of stand space, and were ‘at home’ to customers not only from Britain 
but from numerous Overseas countries. 


Displays were divided into three main sections — horological; fine 
jewellery, gold, silver and plate; costume jewellery, gifts and accessories. 
A feature of the fair this year was the extensive gift-hunting salon 
highlighting an intriguing selection of specially chosen items for the 
busy buyer. 


Among the many examples of craftsmanship on view were a hand- 
made gold compendium which took almost twelve months to complete 
which included a miniature stamp compartment, a ruled swizzlestick, 
a cigarette case and writing tablet. Items exhibited for the first time 
were featured on almost every stand, one of which was a cultured 
pearl bracelet now being produced in this country and previously only 
available in the United States. Novel additions to the range of bangle 
charms so popular at the moment were miniature musical boxes in the 
shapes of television sets, radiograms, cigarette boxes and radios. Made 
in 9-carat hall-marked gold or sterling silver, they provided a choice of 
four well-known tunes. Other intriguing charms included cheque books, 
ice-buckets, tiny match boxes, packs of cards, lighthouses and, a most 
recent addition, ‘sputniks.’ 


More colour is the clock trend of the future according to the sales 
director of one firm. ‘The trade is becoming almost a fashion trade 
with people choosing their clocks to fit in with changing decor fashions’ 
he stated, Last year’s easing of import restrictions gave many Conti- 
nental manufacturers their first opportunity to test British reaction to 
their wares. Competition was much keener this year between British 
and foreign manufacturers displaying at the exhibition and overseas 
exhibits on show included an exclusive range of stainless steel tableware 
and some characteristic examples of glassware and ceramics from 
Sweden. 
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Exhibitions and Fairs (Continued) 
British Firms At Zagreb Fair 


THE ZAGREB AUTUMN International Trade Fair, which closed on 
September 24, continued to hold its place’as one of the major insti- 
tutions of this kind in Europe, and the authorities are much to be 
congratulated on its organization. Twenty-two countries exhibited 
in 1955 and this year the number rose to thirty-one, many occupying 
their own pavilions. Of these there were two new participants -— 
Cambodia and Pakistan- Canada withdrawing. Finland, Portugal 
and Albania were the only European countries not represented in 
some way. 

The Fair was officially opened on September 9 by Marshal Tito, 
who visited the United Kingdom pavilion on the following day. 
Her Majesty’s Ambassador was present on opening day and on 
United Kingdom Day when Mr. Niall Macpherson, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Board of Trade, visited the Fair and spoke at a reception 
in the United Kingdom pavilion. 

This year the United Kingdom was well represented and had for 
the first time an entire pavilion to itself. This reflected the manu- 
facturers’ optimistic view of the possibilities of expanding Anglo- 
Yugoslav trade. The thirty British exhibitors, displayed in the main 
machinery. 

The theme of this year’s display at the official stand of the Central 
Office of Information was ‘Great Britain in the Modern World,’ 
particular emphasis being laid on the application of science to industrial 
problems and British achievements in transport and in agriculture. 
Trade and technical journals and Stationery publications 
were also on show in the official stand while the Periodical Proprietors’ 
Association again exhibited. 

A glance at the pavilions of the other major industrial nations 
revealed that the leading exhibits were those of Federal Germany 
and the United States. The keynote of the United States’ appeared to 
be her contribution to human welfare through medical science, 
although there was an interesting example of American Yugoslav 
co-operation in a dress show of American dresses given by local 
models, while a hovercraft and some imposing machinery and equipment 
were also on show. The U.S.S.R. did not exhibit in its own name but 
their pavilion was occupied by the Ukraine, which showed a range 
mainly of consumer goods. The Czechoslovakian contribution was 
also impressive. The numerous examples of Yugoslav industry which 
naturally formed a great part of the exhibition were indicative of the 
country’s economic progress. 

Although it is scarcely to be expected that the British effort 
should compete with those of bordering countries, who have long- 
established markets in Yugoslavia, British manufacturers should 
participate in the Fair if they hope to do business in this country and 
should be prepared to regard such activities as a long-term operation 
so that the immediate success in selling goods actually on display 
should not be the criterion. Moreover, in view of the changed attitude 
of the Yugoslav Government towards the purchase of consumer 
goods, manufacturers of such articles who do not exhibit will be at a 
disadvantage in this market. In any event it is to be hoped that this 
large British contribution to the Fair will be repeated in 1962. 





Hides and Skins 


The Commonwealth Economic Committee has issued the first 
number of a new quarterly intelligence service entitled Hides and Skins. 
It reveals that the upward trend in production and trade in hides and 
skins, which has been apparent for several years, continued in the 
first half of 1961.

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Electrical Engineers’ Annual Dinner 


M ORE THAN 800 guests attended the second Electrical Engineers 
Exhibition Dinner at Grosvenor House, London, on September 28. 
The guests heard Mr. R. F. Mathieson, chairman of the Electrica! 
Engineers (A.S.E.E.) Exhibition Ltd., say that it was a great tribute 
to the British electrical industry and the industry's own exhibition 
that some 50 countries were represented. He hoped that those 
representatives would help to publicize the exhibition and encour- 
age their country’s trade delegations to visit Earls Court, London, 
next March. 


Mr. Mathieson said that since the first exhibition in 1952 
tremendous developments with the industry had been reflected in 
the steady growth of the annual show. They had with the assistance 
of the exhibitors presented a shop window which was a credit to 
the industry. 


Sir William McFadzean, chairman of the Export Council for 
Europe, said he thought that every intelligent person shared his 
conviction that the most positive way out of our Balance of Pay- 
ments and other difficulties was to increase our exports. There were 
many fundamentals for successful exporting such as producing the 
right goods at the right prices and at the right time, but of course 
the fundamental of fundamentals was to sell the goods. This was 
just where exhibitions could play such a vital part in projecting 
Britain: in showing off our goods; and in helping the seller to sell to 
the buyer — the way sales were finally effected. 


The Electrical Engineers’ Exhibition had set a very high standard 
in these respects. From a little seed planted so appropriately in the 
Royal Horticultural Hall in 1952 it had blossomed into one of the 
greatest specialized trade shows in Britain attracting more and more 
overseas buyers each year. But growth had in itself its problems 
and highlighted one of our domestic difficulties, namely, the inade- 
quacy of present exhibition facilities in London. ‘I am sure you 
are as glad as I am that a working group set up by the F.B.1. with 
the approval of the Board of Trade, has been going into this matter 
very fully and hopes to submit a report before the end of the 
year.’ 


There was a limit to the number of Trade Fairs and Exhibitions 
in which a Company could participate, said Sir William. He realized 
they were costly both in money and in man power and that they 
were primarily a means to an end and not an end in themselves. 
Export business was a tough affair today and likely to get tougher 
and we had to exhibit our products and achievements to the full. 
Unless we did we were not going to take our proper share of world 
markets. 

Other speakers included Air Marshal Sir Herbert Spreckley, Con- 
troller of Engineering and Equipment, Air Ministry, and Sir Charles 
Westlake, chairman of Metal Industries, Ltd.

Morocco and Sweden 


THE MOROCCAN Bulletin Officiel of August 11, 1961, published 
the text of a supplementary protocoi signed in Rabat on June 23 to 
the Trade Agreement between Morocco and Sweden of February 8, 


1960. (Details of the Agreement were published in the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 13, 1960 page 1045). 


Under the new Protocol the list of Swedish goods subject to bilateral 
import quotas has been substantially reduced because of the extension 
of the global import programme under which such imports must now 
be effected. Among the Swedish exports which are no longer admitted 
under bilateral quotas are rock drills and other mining equipment, 
internal combustion engines, agricultural machinery, office machines, 
and ball bearings. The revised list of Swedish exports to Morocco 
establishes bigger quotas for sewing machines and meat mincing 
machines; quotas for other items are unchanged. 


Quotas for the small number of Moroccan exports not liberalized 
in Sweden remain unchanged.

Iceland and Czechoslovakia 


AN EXTENSION to the 1960 trade agreement between Iceland and 
Czechoslovakia has been signed in Reykjavik. 


The agreement will be effective for a further period of one year from 
September 1, 1961. 


Icelandic exports to Czechoslovakia include frozen fish fillets, 
frozen and salted herring, fish meal, fish oil and canned fish. The list 
of Czechoslovak goods for import into Iceland includes textiles, shoes, 
household utensils, glass, iron and steel, industrial machinery, tools, 
motor cars and tyres. 


West Germany and Roumania 


THE SIGNATURE Of a protocol on trade between West Germany 
and Roumania for the year 1960 was announced in the Board of Trade 
Journal of March 25, 1960. This protocol was intended to cover trade 
during 1961 unless denounced by either party. 


A German-Roumanian Mixed Commission met in Bucharest in 
July last and a protocol increasing the trade between the two countries 
by about 20 per cent. has been signed. 


The increases in quotas for Roumanian goods entering West 
Germany include a further 19 million D.M. for agricultural products, 
10 million D.M. for wood and wood products and 5 million D.M. for 
petroleum products. 


The compensating Roumanian imports will be spread through the 
whole range of the West German industry.

Customs Tariff Modifications 


THE BRITISH EMBASSY at Rabat has supplied a full list of the 
modifications to the Moroccan Customs Tariff which were notified 
under a Decree published in the Bulletin Officiel of September 8, 1961.

Imports of Motor Cars 


ON SEPTEMBER 15, 196], the Icelandic Ministry of Commerce issued 
the following regulations regarding imports of motor cars: 


(1) The import of new and unused cars is now free. Import licences are 
required for used passenger cars, vans and 4-wheel drive vehicles of a 
carrying capacity of less than 3 tons. 

(2) Import licences for used cars will only be granted to the following 

persons: 

(a) persons establishing permanent residence in Iceland; these must 
produce evidence that they have had the car in their ownership 
for a period of not less than one year. 

(b) persons who purchase cars from employees of foreign missions 
with the permission of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs. 

The National Bank and the Fisheries Bank will issue licences in 

accordance with this article. 

(3) Taxes levied in accordance with Article 16 of Law No. 4 of 1960 
will be collected at the time when vehicles are cleared by customs. 
The tax will be levied on all cars having a carrying capacity of 
under 3 tons with the exception of 4-wheel drive vehicles. The taxes 
will be 135 per cent. of the f.0.b. price, or according to the valuation, 
for vehicles over 1,150 kilogrammes, and 100 per cent. for vehicles 


less than 1,150 kilogrammes, irrespective of whether the vehicle is 
new or used. 


IRISH REPUBLIC 


Suspension of duty on some Milk Cans 
and Aluminium Strip 


THE IRISH REPUBLIC Revenue Commissioners announce that the 
Government have made an Order entitled the Imposition of Duties 
(Milk Cans) Order, 1961. This Order provides for the suspension for an 
indefinite period commencing September 26, of the customs duties at 
Tariff Ref. No. 126/10 (Iron and Steel Tanks, Cisterns, etc.) and Tariff 
Ref. No. 250/1 (Tin, Tinplate or Tinned Plate Manufactures) in so far 
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as they apply to milk cans of a capacity not exceeding 14 gallons and 
of a description commonly used for the conveyance or storage of milk 
in liquid form. 

The Irish Republic Revenue Commissioners have also announced 
that the Government have made an Order entitled the Impasition of 
Duties (Coated Aluminium Strip) Order, 1961. This Ordefprovides 
for the continued suspension of the customs duty at Tariff Ref. No. 2/2 
(Aluminium Sheet, Strip and Foil) and Tariff Ref. No. 2/3 (Aluminium 
Bars, Rods, Angles, etc.) in so far as they apply to certain coated 
aluminium strip (see Board of Trade Journal of February 12, 1960, 
page 368) until September, 30, 1963.

IRAQ 
Change in Foreign Exchange Regulations 


| 
THE IRAQI Authorities have amended the formalities for obtaining 
foreign exchange against import licences. As from September 1, 1961, 
trading banks are authorized to issue foreign exchange in respect of 
letter of credit business without reference to the Central Bank, but all 
applications for foreign exchange must be accompanied by one pro 
forma invoice, signed by the supplier. This need not be certified by a 
Chamber of Commerce or any other authority. Trading banks may 
also issue foreign exchange, without reference to the Central Bank, 
against inward bills not exceeding a value of ID 5,000 (1 Dinar = £1 
sterling), and without limit in the case of certain imports such as 
pharmaceuticals, drugs, etc.
